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THE WONDER OF WONDERS—THE BIBLE 

Text: Psalm 119:129, “Thy testimonies are wonderful...” 

Although God’s Word here testifies for itself, it does it 
through the lips of a man who was after God’s own heart 
and who was moved by the Spirit to utter these words 

ich stand steadfast and sure in the canon of Holy 
Prisiure The Bible always has and always will be the 
most wonderful Book of all the books of all time in this 
universe of ours. 

Books are made wonderful by the nature of their mes- 
sages. For instance, a book on botany is wonderful because 
of flowers that are lovely and beautiful, inspiring to see 
and rejuvinating to smell. A book on astronomy is made 
wonderful because it acquaints one with the mysteries 
of the solar system and all those bodies that decorate, 
so beautifully, the skies above us. A book on biology is 
wonderful because it teaches one about the intricacies of 
life and especially the human life. Books on history are 
wonderful because they give a retrospective view of the past 
of kingdoms and nations, their people and customs. A book 
on biography is wonderful because in it the author ac- 
quaints us with some great character who, though dead, 
he, through his inspiration as a biographer, resurrects 
him and makes him live over anew his life and full activity. 
Autobiographies are just as wonderful, made so because 
of the close check, and many times frank and critical, as 
> as complimentary, details given of the writer of his 

life. 

The Bible has all the wonderful features pointed out in 
these books, and millions more. Let us notice the wonder 
of its origin. The Holy Bible is unique in this respect as 
no other book could possibly be, since it is of divine origin. 
The Bible is the Word of God, for Paul tells us in 2 Tim. 
3:16, “All scripture is given by inspiration of God.” There 
is not another book under heaven that is free from im- 
perfection, for the authors of other books were imperfect; 
but the Bible is perfect because its Author, the infinite 
God, is perfection itself. This, however, does not eliminate 
the fact that God used human scribes to transcribe His 
messages. It is wonderful to notice the distinctive person- 
alities of these great men whom He used, and how they 
are preserved in their writings so that the authors of 
many of the books of the Bible are easily identified by 
their literary style. Take for instance Paul. It is easy to 
see that his writing is different from that of Peter, as 
much as that of Luke is from Isaiah. Yet, while each had 
his distinctive method of imparting the truth, he was 
inspired by the same Person, the Holy Ghost. 

he Bible is a Wonder of wonders because of its uni- 

ation. Although it is composed of sixty-six books, a 
complete chain of unity of thought pervades all of them; 
and this unanimity is made more wonderful when one 
considers that more than forty different men, from dif- 
ferent walks and conditions of life, in different places 
and different times, over a period of sixteen hundred 
years, wrote these books, and yet when they were brought 
together they formed one complete harmonious volume. 
If forty different human composers, over sixteen hundred 
years, were each to write a few bars of music, one could 
easily imagine that there would be a complete unhar- 
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monious hodge-podge emanating from whatever instru- 
ment the musician might attempt to play such a sum total 
on. Yet, instead of monotonous discord, the Bible pre- 
sents marvelous unity of harmony, thought, theme, and 
purpose made possible only by authors who wrote as 
they were moved by the Holy Ghost. 

In its adaption the Bible is a Wonder of wonders. One 
of the most profound characteristics of the Bible is that 
it is suited to the needs of the human heart in all ages. 
In terms of medical science, what medicines and methods, 
fifteen hundred years before Christ, would stand the test 
of modern medical science today? Yet, when it comes 
to the warnings given in Genesis, the consolation and 
comforts in the Psalms, the moral lessons of Proverbs, the 
prophet’s messages in Isaiah, the pleas of the four evange- 
lists, the instruction of the Epistles, and the glorious 
prospects presented in the Revelation, they are as vitally 
needed in this day of ours as in any of the centuries 
ana millenniums passed. Men in all conditions of life, 
regardless of race, color, creed, customs, social standard, 
wealth, poverty, learning, or ignorance, from the giving 
of God’s Word may drink at its wondrous fountain. Not 
only that, but it is essential that they drink if they would 
live spiritually. This Wonder of wonders, the Word of God, 
is adapted to the soul need of every person from the center 
to the circumference of the whole globe. 

God’s Word, the Bible, is the Wonder of wonders of sal- 
vation. Thousands of subjects are dealt with by its various 
authors, yet the central theme is redemption and the 
central character is the Redeemer, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
God’s beloved Son, the Saviour of the world. As this won- 
derful Book made Timothy wise unto salvation, so will it 
bring salvation to all who study it today with believing 
hearts. The words of Jesus ring out through nineteen 
hundred years as clear as on the day He uttered them, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent me, hath everlasting life, 
and shall not come into condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life,” John 5:24. 

God’s Word, the Holy Bible, is the Wonder of wonders 
because of its edification. Paul the apostle, in taking his 
departure from the church at Ephesus, said, “Brethren, 
I commend you to God, and to the word of his grace, 
which is able to build you up (edify you), and to give 
you an inheritance among all them which are sanctified,” 
Acts 20:32. As the body becomes anemic and will eventually 
emaciate without natural food, so also will the Christian’s 
spiritual life become anemic and lifeless if he fails to 
feed regularly on God’s Word. 

A discouraged member, with a young baby in her arms, 
told the pastor that she felt she must give up her Chris- 
tian faith and membership with the church. The pastor 
asked, “Have you been reading and praying as much of 
late as you did following your conversion?” She said, “No.” 
He said, “When you go home, let your baby nurse, roll 
it up in the blanket and lay it on the bed, but don’t give 
it anything to eat until tomorrow, then let it eat and 
wrap it up good and lay it back on the soft bed and don’t 
give it anything to eat until next week.” The young mother 
in consternation, said, “Why, pastor, my baby would 
die.” “Yes, and that’s the reason you are dead spiritually. 
You have quit drinking the sincere milk of the Word.” 

We must always keep this indisputable fact before us: 
“Man shall not live by bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of God.”

“And He said unto them, Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.

This is the 
Great Commission. “Missions” comes 
from the Latin word “mitto,” mean- 
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ing “I send.” The missionary, there- 
fore, is a sent one. For example, the 
fifth book of the New Testament may 
be called “The Acts of the Mission- 
aries.” The term “missionary” im- 
plies three essential factors: A SEND- 
ER, ONE SENT, ONE TO WHOM 
SENT. Jesus Himself was the greatest 
missionary that ever lived. He con- 


stantly spoke of Himself as a messen- 
ger sent forth to a lost world, and He 
said: “As my Father has sent me even 
so I send you.” 
A SENDER 

The sender, therefore, is none other 
than Jesus Christ Himself. We find 
that people are sent to preach the 
gospel as well as called. The mes- 
senger does not go or speak at his 
own initative but as the commissioned 


Christ did not merely express 
yearning or offer a suggestion bu 
gave the great commission to go into 
all the world and preach the gospel 
to every creature. The word “gospel” 
means “good tidings,” and its very 
name indicates the nature of its mes- 
sage, which tidings can be only for 
those who are ignorant of them, and 
can be good tidings only to those 
who hear them. As Christ sent His dis- 
ciples in the early days of the Church, 
He still commissions disciples and 
sends them even today. The mission- 
ary is not working for man but his 
sender, Christ, and when the Chief 
Shepherd shall appear he shall receive 
his reward.

Wonderful Revivals in Germany 


“Yesterday, October 6, we took the 
tent down for this season, because the 
nights are getting cold. We want to 
thank God for the tent meeting days 
which have just passed. We held serv- 
ices in four districts and can truly say 
that God was with us every night. The 

secution was hot in the town of 

bach and in the other towns to 
some extent, but we can say that by 
the grace of God we broke the power of 
the devil in every place, though some- 
times it would be between four to six 
weeks before we felt liberty to preach 
the gospel in its fulness. 

“We have worked hard in revivals 
this summer, going night after night, 
long distances and using a car that 
was quite old, and it well loaded with 
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workers; but we were happy that we 
could do something to help turn a 
wilderness into a fruitful garden for 
our Lord, that the glory of God could 
descend into the hearts of people who 
never thought of ever rejoicing in the 
true God. 

“The devil is as real in Germany as 
in America, and it is a hard fight to 
cast him out with all his deceptions of 
false Christianity. 

“Yesterday, as we took the tent down 
in Kirchheim u. Teck, the people came 
around telling us how they were at the 
tent every night listening to this full 
gospel. Especially have the young peo- 
ple been drawn to our tent meeting. 
First, they came in an uproar against 
this way of holiness, but finally the 






devil’s power broke, and we had great 
freedom to preach the Word. Now 
these young people are our friends. 
They had never heard the gospel 
preached under the anointing. These 
modernistic state churches are minus 
the power of the gospel and are not 
able to awaken the young people from 
the deception taught them when Hitler 
was in power. Oh, it is wonderful what 
the Truth will do, if we are willing 
to fight the good fight! We see more 
than ever that the people must first 
be awakened out of their sleep (caused 
by false Christianity), and then we can 
lead them to real repentance and to 
accept the grace of God and the full 
blessing. There is no use to do a 
superficial job; we must plow deep, 
preparing the ground well, to plant 
Christ, the True Vine, in a good broken 
up ground. 

“T should especially like to make 
mention of the faithfulness of our peo- 
ple who played a great part in the suc- 
cess of the tent meetings this year. 
They sacrificed much, going almost 
every night from distances up to as 
high as twenty miles away, on bicy- 
cles, and then after meeting they 
would have to peddle that distance 
back home. Many would go almost 
every night, despite having to work 
every day on their various jobs. The 
presence of these young people who 
were on fire, every night on the plat- 
form, singing and witnessing for Jesus, 
was an influence in bringing many to 
Christ. 

“We rejoice in having a fruitful 
ministry this summer, which was in 
part made possible by the freewill of- 
ferings and special donations we re- 
ceived from various brothers and sis- 
ters in America. We look forward to 
even a more fruitful ministry this com- 
ing season, and we will do all that is 
in our power to further the work of 
the Lord. Without the help of your 
offerings and special donations we 
cannot possibly work as effectually as 
we should like. We assure you that 
the money you donate to us we will 
use where it will do best for this noble 
cause. We thank you one and all for 
what we have received and pray that 
you will continue to give to His glory 
as the love of God moves you. The 
Lord bless you everyone.

REPORT OF THE NORTHWEST 
CAMP MEETING 
(Received Oct. 12, 1949.) 


On the 20th of June, three days 
before one of the greatest camp meet- 
ings that the Northwest has ever 
known, the old campground was be- 
ginning to be covered with house 
trailers and tents, and the cabins be- 
ing filled. With great expectation, on 
the night of the 23d, the large tab- 
ernacle was almost filled to its ca- 
pacity. 

Every committee seemed as though 
it was a committee of one, for every- 
one felt his individual responsibility 
to bring the lost to Christ. 

When the clock struck eight, the 
state overseer stepped to the micro- 
phone and declared the 1949 camp 
meeting in full session. It was the time 
for business, not with men but King 
Immanuel. The fight was on against 
the forces of darkness. No sooner had 
the formal opening words been spoken 
than the large brass and string band 
began playing, then followed the choir 
and congregation with several songs of 
a deep spiritual nature—the old camp 
meeting style, A spirit of prayer began 
to brood upon the people, and soon 
hearts were broken. Amid the tears 
and groanings of the saints of God, 
we felt as though we were nearing 
Calvary. The speaker began preach- 
ing and the atmosphere was so charged 
with the power of God that at the 
close of the service it was no trouble 
to get people to seek the Lord. The 
altars were filled, the aisles were filled, 
and many were kneeling at the seats. 

Every day that succeeded, with its 
Bible study, morning devotion on the 
cross, children’s church, afternoon 
service with its doctrine, and night 
evangelistic and healing service, 
caused the spiritual tide to rise higher 
and higher. In the Bible study, men 
received new inspiration and knowl- 
edge with a greater appreciation of 
God and His Word. The children’s 
church was conducted in a large tent 
where the gospel seed was planted in 
fertile ground, from which we ex- 
pect to reap a great harvest. It was at 
the morning devotional services that 
“our hearts were made to burn within 
us,” when a new vision of the cross 
would be revealed through the Word 
of God. 
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As quickly as the noon hour was 
over, the crowds of people would be- 
gin gathering to hear the great doc- 
trines of the Bible, presented “not in 
words of man’s wisdom, but in power 
and demonstration of the Holy Ghost.” 
At the evening service, one could see 
people from all walks of life changed 
from the kingdom of darkness to light, 
from bondage to freedom, and from 
condemnation to peace. Deaf ears 
would come unstopped, blind eyes were 
made to see, and the lame were made 
whole by the Stranger of Galilee. 

There was an unusual mission serv- 
ice. Instead of people emptying their 
pocketbooks upon the altar (although 
the Mission offering was greater than 
that of last year), and saying, “Send 
someone else, Lord,” they emptied 
themselves and said, “Here am I, O 
Lord, send me.” 

This camp meeting would have been 
a failure had we not had such 
outstanding speakers as Zeno C. 
Tharp, Assistant General Overseer; 
Paul H. Walker, overseer of West Vir- 
ginia; A. C. Wilson, evangelist of Lon- 
don, England; Rev. Paul Sexton, of 
Canada; Rev. Tom Meyers, the evening 
evangelistic speaker; and Glenn C. 
Pettyjohn, state overseer, whose ef- 
forts pushed forward every depart- 
ment of camp meeting to make it the 
greatest the Northwest has ever 
known. The musical talent was too 
numerous to mention names. 

From early morning until late at 
night you could hear the shout of 
victory in the camp. New-born babes 
and experienced soldiers of the Cross 
were talking the same language, the 
story of Jesus and His love of ‘“‘blessed 
assurance Jesus is mine; oh what a 
foretaste of glory divine.”—Sent in by 
Rev. Doyle Stanfield.

buggy, saying it would slip up on the 
pedestrians and run over them before 
they could get out of the way. 

Improvements have not been per- 
fected nor steps forward taken with- 
out opposition. In Mark 14:6, we hear 
Jesus say, “Let her alone; why trou- 
ble ye her?” Verse 8 says, “She hath 
done what she could.” Verse 9 says, 
“Verily I say unto you, Wheresoever 
this gospel shall be preached through- 
out the whole world, this also that she 
hath done shall be spoken of for a 
memorial of her.”

The L.W.W.B. reminds me of the first 
train to run over the first railroad 
that was built through the country, 
when the people gathered at the sta- 
tion to see the train as it stood on 
the track, and an old woman, who had 
never seen a train said, “They will 
never start it,” as she looked on in 
amazement. When it began to puff 
and blow and move, getting faster and 
faster, someone said, “Now, Grandma, 
what do you think?” She said, “They 
will never stop it.” The L.W.W.B. has 
spread over the U.S.A. and islands of 
the sea for the ladies have had a mind 
to work. Eternity alone will reveal its 
great value to mankind. 

From reading the Scripture, we feel 
sure we are on Bible lines. For in- 
stance, 1 Cor. 12:28 says, “And God 
hath set some in the church, first 
apostles, secondarily prophets, thirdly 
teachers, after that miracles, then gifts 
of healings, HELPS, governments, di- 
versities of tongues.” We feel that the 
L.W.W.B. is the HELPS that is set in 
the Church. Gen. 2:18 says God made 
woman for an help meet.

Since the Supreme Council voted 
for the Orphanage to occupy our 
church property at Sevierville, we have 
been very busy. In addition to our 
regular responsibilities, we are prepar- 
ing the Sevierville property for oc- 
cupancy, and making preparation to 
move the largest family in the Church. 

There has been, and still is, consid- 
erable work to be done to put the 
buildings in a livable condition. We 
have had to replace a number of 
windows and quite a few doors; a 
considerable amount of rewiring is 
being done, seven fire escapes are to 
be installed to meet safety require- 
ments. Then, too, we have had to do 
a lot of plumbing, plastering, roofing 
and general repairing. In fact, it will 
take some time to get everything re- 
conditioned as we believe you would 
want it. But when the job is finished, 
we are confident you will be proud 
of it. 

Each Saturday a bus load of boys 
and girls go to Sevierville to help with 
the work. The job they are doing is 
indeed commendable. Some of our 
boys are helping to paint, plaster and 
repair roofs. They are enthusiastically 
helping with nearly everything that is 
being done. The girls have been very 
busy cleaning and tidying the build- 
ings, which involves a lot of scrubbing, 
dusting and cleaning of every descrip- 
tion. The boys have also been assist- 
ing in this. 

The campus and farm are getting 
a face-lifting as well. We already have 
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all the available farm land sowed in 
cover crops. The large campus has 
been mowed, hedges and shrubs 
trimmed, and everything in general 
is being done to improve the outward 
appearance of the new home for our 
girls and boys. 

Some of the town people have seen 
our children working and have taken 
time to stop by and compliment them; 
one man gave them some money be- 
cause of the fine job they were doing. 
Several businessmen have contacted 
me, wanting some of the boys to work 
part time for them, and some are in- 
terested in having our girls help with 
their housework. 

Everything in general is very en- 
couraging. There will be advantages at 
Sevierville which we haven’t had in 
Cleveland, and likewise there have 
been advantages at Cleveland that we 
will not have at Sevierville. 

We want to take this opportunity to 
invite everyone to visit us at Sevier- 
ville, which is the gateway to the Great 
Smoky Mountains National Park. 
Whenever you preachers are in the 
vicinity, be sure to stop by and have 
a service for the boys and girls. Until 
we are settled, as we have opportunity, 
we shall keep you informed about the 
progress which is being made in our 
moving to Sevierville.

The apostle Paul, in writing to his 
faithful missionary companions 
strongly emphasized the necessity of 
uarding and propogating the sound 
Q@ renin that they had heard him give 
to others (see 1 Tim. 1:10; 2 Tim. 1:13; 
Titus 1:9). The adjective “sound” 
means that which is healthy, pure, un- 
adulterated. Sound teaching makes 
those who receive it and apply it to 
their lives, strong, manly, godly, fruit- 

ful in every good work. 


Unsound Doctrine 

Unsound Doctrine is adulterated, 
impure, mixed with error, and its ef- 
fects upon those who heed it are evil, 
destructive. Sound doctrine is of God, 
and, being so, it is called the “word 
of truth” (2 Cor. 6:7; Eph. 1:13; Col. 
1:5; 2 Tim. 2:15). It all centers around 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who is truth 
incarnate (John 14:6). Unsound doc- 
trine is of the devil, the father of lies 
(John 8:44), whose aim it is to lead 
men and women into error and to 


Qcsiection. 
Sound Doctrine’s Foundation 
The apostles, under the inspiration 
of the Spirit, revealed a system of doc- 
trine based on “the words of our Lord 
Jesus Christ” (1 Tim. 6:3). They 
passed on those truths that Christ 
taught them, truths which the Holy 
Spirit had brought to their remem- 
brance (John 14:26; 16: 13). Luke de- 
clares that “the things most surely 
believed among us” were delivered by 
those “ministers of the word” who had 
been “eyewitnesses,” men who had 
both seen and heard the Lord (Luke 
1:1, 2). During Paul’s long and lonely 
sojourn in Arabia (Gal. 1: 15-21), he 
received the divine illumination on 
those great fundamental doctrines of 
the Christian faith which he so fully 
and clearly expounded in his address- 
es and Epistles. This body of truth be- 
@::.:.: the standard by which all doc- 
trine was tested. Teaching which was 
contrary to Christ’s teaching (Eph. 
4:20, 21) was to be rejected and its 
propagators sternly rebuked (Titus 
1:13). Paul was so zealous for the pure 
doctrine of Christ that he regarded it 
as a sacred thing entrusted to him, 
which he must treasure and guard 
even until death. He courageously con- 
demned even the leaders in Antioch 
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because “they walked not uprightly ac- 
cording to the truth of the gospel” 
(Gal. 2:14). 

Teachers of Unsound Doctrine 

There are many false teachers whose 
teaching is “contrary to sound doc- 
trine” (1 Tim. 1:10). The Lord Jesus 
warned His disciples that false teach- 
ers would arise who, outwardly, would 
seem harmless, but, inwardly, they had 
the nature of wolves. They would draw 
away the simple by their enticing 
words and plausible promises, and 
having once got them in their grip 
would straightway destroy their faith 
and their souls (Matt. 7:15; John 10: 
10). Paul, during his three years in 
Ephesus, went from house to house de- 
claring the whole counsel of God, and 
ceased not to “warn every one night 
and day with tears” (Acts 20:31). He 
knew only too well that after his de- 
parture evil men would arise “speaking 
perverse things, to draw away disciples 
after them” (v 30). Such men were 
corrupt; they handled the Word of 
God deceitfully (2 Cor. 2:17); they 
were out to serve their own selfish 
ends. Slaves to their animal appetites 
(2 Peter 2:14, 19), they sought to make 
gain out of those they entrapped. 
Churches Object to Sound Doctrine 

As Paul’s life drew to its close, he 
was conscious that the Church was to 
pass through a most critical time. The 
day was not far hence when professing 
believers would “not endure sound 
doctrine; but after their own lusts 
shall they heap to themselves teach- 
ers, having itching ears; and they 
shall turn away their ears for the 
truth, and shall be turned unto fables” 
(2 Tim. 4:3, 4). Both Timothy and 
Titus were earnestly enjoined to hold 
fast the sound teaching heard from 
Paul’s lips, and to be “true to the faith 
and love which are in Christ Jesus” 
( 2 Tim. 1:13, Weymouth; see also 
Titus 2:8). 

Paul Defended Sound Doctrine 

During his lifetime Paul had en- 
gaged in many a fierce conflict with 
false teachers in the defense of his 
converts. There were the Judaizers, the 
circumcision party, “who subvert 
whole houses, teaching things which 
they ought not, for filthy lucre’s sake” 
(Titus 1:11). In Galatia they wrought 
much harm among Paul’s converts, and 
robbed many of the liberty they had 
found in Christ. Their motive, said 


Paul, was to escape persecution on be- 
half of Christ by showing a great zeal 
for the law. They gloried in the num- 
ber of proselytes they made (Gal. 
6:13). 

In his Epistle to the Romans, Paul 
deals with antinomian heresy, which 
declared that since believers were 
saved by grace they were free to sin, 
for the more they sinned the more 
grace would be shown to them. Paul 
shows the unsoundness of this plausi- 
ble doctrine in Romans 6:1-11. 

In Colosse he had to warn his con- 
verts against certain false philoso- 
phers who followed “human tradi- 
tions and the world’s crude notions in- 
stead of following Christ” (Col. 2:8, 
Weymouth). They were gnostics, who 
denied the unity of Christ; they de- 
nied that in Him dwelt “all the ful- 
ness of the Godhead bodily” (Col. 2:9). 
They worshiped the angels rather 
than the Son, and refused to give 
Christ the pre-eminence which was 
His by sovereign right. They gloried 
in their superior knowledge, and made 
believers feel they were not complete 
in Christ (2:10). By their fruits, their 
godlessness and lovelessness (1 John 
4:17), they revealed themselves to be 
unregenerate. 

These various forms of false doc- 
trine had one thing in common, they 
belittled Christ, and His vicarious sac- 
rifice for sin on Calvary. 

How One Can Know Sound Doctrine 

Two thousand years have nearly 
passed, and we find that the exhor- 
tations of Paul against unsound doc- 
trine are just as applicable and neces- 
sary today as in the first century. Solo- 
mon in his day declared there was “no 
new thing under the sun” (Eccl. 1:9), 
and we are reminded of this when 
comparing the various false “isms” of 
the present century with those of the 
twentieth. We have the same old doc- 
trines clothed in different language 
and having different labels. As the 
Judaizers, gnostics, antinomians of 
Paul’s day attacked and denied the 
deity of Christ, the sufficiency of His 
sacrifice for sin, and exalted man, so 
do the Christian Scientists, Spiritists, 
Theosophists, Russellites, and Human- 
ists in our day. Thus, we see these mod- 
ern doctrines are hoary with age, for 
they would likewise rob Christ of His 
deity, sovereignty, and deny that man 
is a sinner who is utterly incapable of 
saving himself or the world. They are 
all contrary to the great evangelical 
doctrines of the Word. There is no 
salvation for man or the world apart

Divine Healing 


Rev. M. D. Harwood 


This article lays emphasis on Teach- 
ing Number 13. 


TEXT: Gen. 20:17 
“So Abraham prayed unto God: and 
God healed Abimelech.” 


By way of introduction I should like 
to refer to Gen. 2:7, “And the Lord 
God formed man of the dust of the 
ground, and breathed into his nos- 
trils the breath of life; and man be- 

came a living soul.” 
’ If we knew how to care for the 
body as well as the Maker performed 
the task of forming it, we should 
have no need for help; but our knowl- 
edge being limited as to the care of 
the body, also the curse of sin being 
prevalent, making us more or less 
exposed and susceptible to sickness, 
disease, and affliction, it is no won- 
der that we need help. 

God made man from the dust of 
the ground. After breathing into his 
nostrils the breath of life, he became 
God’s subject formed and given life 
by the breath of God. His place in 
the presence of God was perfect in 
the beginning. His transgression not 
only brought death, but the curse 
included the human body, also. 

God is the Maker and Promoter of 
the human race. There is no hidden 
mystery in the mechanism of the 
human body to the Founder and Pro- 
moter. It was He who stooped and 
with His own hands produced an 
image made like unto Himself. In- 
side and out, He knows what is there, 
bone tissue, flesh, and the life-giv- 
ing flow that began to course through 
the veins when He breathed into his 
nostrils. So man is not unknown to 
the Creator. 

We would not be able to tell how 
it came about, or what prompted men 
to call upon the Lord unless they had 
been instructed by the Lord, for since 
the days of Seth men have called up- 
on the name of the Lord. Lessons of 
faith have been taught, surely, since 
the time men began to call upon 
Him. 

NOT A NEW PRACTICE 

Reading in the 20th chapter of 
Genesis the account of Abraham’s 


wife being restored to him, he called 


on the name of the Lord and through 
this man’s prayer God healed Abime- 
lech, the king. It seems that it was a 
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custom in his day to call upon the 
Lord for healing. Being a man of 
God, remembering the many blessings 
of the Lord, it would seem no strange 
thing for him to ask the Lord to 
heal. The account of Moses, “And he 
cried unto the Lord, saying, Heal her 
now, O God,” Num. 12:13, gives us 
a good reason to believe that in other 
sickness and affliction he sought the 
Lord, Hezekiah receives a messenger 
announcing his death. To what other 
source could this man of God turn 
only to the source that had been his 
custom, for we read how the messen- 
ger made a return trip to the bed- 
side of the sick man, saying, “I have 
heard thy prayer ... Behold, I will 
heal thee,” 2 Kings 20:5. David be- 
ing a man of God, we read his words, 
“O Lord my God, I cried unto thee, 
and thou hast healed me.” The man 
who, according to history, was the 
richest man that had lived up to his 
time, and could demand the atten- 
tion and service of any one, here is 
following the practice of other men 
of God. Great as he was, he was not 
afraid to come to God in childlike 
faith for help in affliction. Turn to 
the book of the prophet of Jeremiah, 
one of the great prophets in whose 
book we like to read of the many 
prophetical promises; he also believed 
that he could commit his trust in the 
Lord and ask for healing. In the 17th 
chapter and the 14th verse of his 
book we read, “Heal me, O Lord, 
and I shall be healed.” These are 
just a few Old Testament references. 
If we could find some that pointed 
to the time this practice began, as 
the baptism of John, or the institut- 
ing of the Lord’s Supper and feet 
washing; but there is not a definite 
time or place mentioned, only when 
men began to call upon the name of 
the Lord. When we think of praying 
for the sick and asking God to heal, 
I don’t falter or stutter when I say 
it is a practice of the people of 
God of all time. Like some other 
teaching of the Bible, we don’t go 
back to a special time as a starting 
place. Abraham was a firm believer 
in paying tithes, and I think we can 
say also he believed He could heal. 
I think if we had only the Old Testa- 
ment to help us have faith in God to 
heal us and deliver us from afflic- 


tions, it would be sufficient. So, ac- 
cording to Old Testament writers, we 
are in line with them when we call 
upon the Lord to heal the sick. 
LOOKING IN THE GOSPELS 

Jesus came to Nazareth and, as His 
custom was, He went into the syna- 
gogue on the Sabbath (after fasting 
forty days and being tempted of the 
devil to forsake His mission). He took 
the Book and stood up to read; “The 
Spirit of the Lord is upon me, be- 
cause he hath anointed me to preactaD 
the gospel to the poor; he hath 
sent me to heal the brokenhearted, 
to preach deliverance to the captives, 
and recovering of sight to the blind, 
to set at liberty them that are bruised,” 
Luke 4:18. In his introduction to the 
world as to His mission here, He said, 
“This day is this scripture fulfilled 
in your ears.” Not only did He come 
to seek and to save that which was 
lost, but also to wage a campaign 
against sickness and affliction; to 
bless suffering humanity; to relieve 
bound bodies; to cause the lame to 
walk, the blind to see, the dumb to 
speak; to heal men like the man 
waiting for the waters to be troubled; 
the woman with the bloody issue of 
long standing and the leper stand- 
ing afar off, could have the healing 
hand of the Son of God laid upo 
them; diseases were commanded to 
depart, giving healing to the many 
that came to Him, 

Fifty-one references in the four 
Gospels refer directly or indirectly to 
His ministry of healing. If we could 
tune in on A. D. 28, 29 and 30, we 
would hear men saying, “Praise God, 
I can see.” “Glory to God, I can walk.” 
Hear the leper saying, “Thank the 
Lord, I can go home to my family 
and friends.” Many that were ban- 
ished from society could return to 
their places in life, because they met 
the Man of Galilee. 

THE FIRST NEW TESTAMENT 
MINISTERS—THEIR CHARGE 

In the charge to the disciples they 
were commissioned, “And as ye go, 
preach, saying, The kingdom of heav- 
en is at hand. Heal the sick, cleanse 
the lepers,” Matt. 10:7, 8. It was very 
conclusive that their ministry 
included a message to the sick and 
suffering, a message of great im- 
portance because it was first or one 
of the very first, precepts (“Heal the 
sick”) in the commission. As they 
went from city to city, town or village, 
they gave vent to their charge by 
declaring the power of God to heal, 
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that the kingdom not only prepared 
men for the blessing of an eternal 
world but there was a message that 
was of interest to those suffering 
from all manner of sickness and dis- 
ease, and those that would believe on 
Him could not only be saved but the 
wonderful effect of the gospel would 
be magnified in their lives by signs 
following: “They shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall recover,” 


ark 16:18. 
In conclusion of the work of the 


Lord, or His mission on earth, be- 
fore His ascension to the Father, He 
gave this parting command, “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations ... 
teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you: 
and, lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” 

THE WORK OF THE EARLY CHURCH 

The apostles gathered in the upper 
room as living witnesses to the great 
ministry of Jesus, with the words of 
His command, “Go and teach all na- 
tions,” burning in their souls, their 
lives surrendered to God and the call. 
They waited for power. “And ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem . . and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth,” Acts 1:8. They 

urst forth with a message that 

rophets of old desired to look into, 
declaring the gospel with such power 
and glory, swaying people by the 
thousands, which caused a great wave 
of persecution. Under the threat of 
imprisonment, their prayer to God was, 
“GRANT UNTO THY SERVANTS 
THAT WITH ALL BOLDNESS THEY 
MAY SPEAK THY WORD, BY 
STRETCHING FORTH THINE HAND 
TO HEAL,” Acts 4:29, 30. Not only 
speak thy word but stretch forth 
thine hand to heal. Acts 3:11, “And as 
the lame man which was healed held 
Peter and John, all the people ran 
together unto them in the porch that 
is called Solomon’s, greatly wonder- 
ing.” Through their ministry the Lord 
had wrought a great miracle, The 
people were astonished, “and behold- 
g the man which was healed stand- 
@:: with them, they could say nothing 

against it,” Acts 4:14. 

Instead of the interest in the sick 
declining in the ministry of the early 
Church, it became more _ intensive, 
and the sick and suffering in multi- 
tudes were prayed for. In Acts 5:16 
we read, “There came also a multi- 
tude out of the cities round about 
unto Jerusalem, bringing sick folks, 
and them which were vexed with 
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unclean spirits: and they were healed 
every one.” This was no church 
racket, as some would have you be- 
lieve. The church was in her gospel 
rights. Reference was not made to 
God as one that could heal, but as 
one that did heal. The Church was 
aflame with the fire and glory of 
God, a positive message in action 
reaching the purpose, fulfilling the 
obligation; the sick and many taken 
with palsies and those that were 
lame were healed. Acts 8:7. 
GIFTS OF HEALING 

The church at Corinth was no ex- 
ception. They were included in the 
great work of the apostle Paul. His 
letter to them gave them an insight 
into the great possibilities through 
the Spirit, outlining the work of the 
Spirit, the different phases of the 
operation and gifts of the Spirit, giv- 
ing an introduction to the manifes- 
tation of the Spirit, he catalogued 
the different gifts. In the 12th chap- 
tet of his first book to the Corin- 
thians, in the 9th verse, he says, “To 
another the gifts of healing by the 
same Spirit.” 

We could not think of a gospel 
preacher in the early Church even 
attempting to preach the gospel with- 
out preaching and practicing divine 
healing What is our message to-day? 
Is it a message void of the blessing 
to the sick and suffering? If we are 
New Testament ministers, called by 
the same voice and Spirit that oper- 
ated in the early Church, there is no 
reason why we are not expected: to 
preach the same. Imagine Paul and my 
going out on an evangelistic tour, 
and my preaching that God has healed, 
Paul preaching that God is healing. 
I don’t think I would be popular 
very long. I think to get the job done, 
regardless of criticism or what might 
be said by a gainsaying world, our 
work and preaching must include 
divine healing. 

CHURCH PRACTICE 

When we are told anything in plain, 
simple words, it is easy to be under- 
stood. In the fifth chapter of James, 
a very plain and simple formula is 
written, giving us instruction as to 
what to do when we are sick. Fear- 
ing you might not turn to it and read, 
I give it to you: “Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders of 
the church: and let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil in the 
name of the Lord: and the prayer of 
faith shall save the sick, and the Lord 
shall raise him up.” I have heard this 


story so many times: “I don’t want 
to bother you,” and, “It is so late in 
the night,” and many other excuses. 
If I. may give my opinion, I think it 
it is the lack of a real experience 
many times. Another common ex- 
cuse is, “I don’t have faith.” That is 
the greater reason why we should 
call for the elders of the church. One 
account of a saintly woman was that 
when she became ill she would call 
for the saints (elders) to come pray 
for her. She would always put on a 
dress and place her shoes by the 
bedside, expecting to be healed. Many 
times our Pentecostal people, with 
a testimony that they have been filled 
with the Holy Ghost, never give God 
a chance to promote His cause 
through their trust, but turn to some 
other source, without giving the 
church a chance to receive the great 
blessing that would come through a 
prayer of faith. Instead of having to 
carry flowers to the bedside to cheer 
the sick, miraculous healings would be 
accomplished, if we would only 
CALL FOR THE ELDERS OF THE 
CHURCH. 
WHAT THEN? 

Jude 3, “That ye should earnestly 
contend for the faith which was once 
delivered unto the saints (doctrine) .” 
Let our prayer be, “O God, stretch 
forth thy hand to heal.” This is not 
something that only a few can have. 
Through our earnest desire and com- 
mitment to God we can have these 
great blessings in our local churches. 
Some of the greatest blessings that 
have been received have been when 
saints of our own local church gath- 
ered at some, sick persons home in 
response to a call, and began to pray 
and touch the keynote of faith, and 
the sick arose, praising and blessing 
God for His great healing power. 
Don’t wait for some great healer to 
come through the country or to 


your town. He is as close to you now 
as THE ELDERS OF THE CHURCH.

from Christ, “for there is none other 
name under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved” (Acts 
4:12). 

Those who obey the truth as it is 
revealed in Christ confirm it to be of 
God, as our Saviour promised, “If any 
man will do his will, he shall know of 
the doctrine, whether it be of God...” 
(John 7:17). Obedience illumines the 
mind and enables us to see through 
the fallacies of false philosophy. The 
false teacher is no match for the 
believer who attains spiritual insight 
through obedience to the revealed will 
of God. Light obeyed brings increased 
light. Those who are “of the truth” 
love and obey it; they count it dearer 
than life itself. Obedience confirms the 
truth of the doctrines of Christ. The 
living, eternal Christ becomes an ever- 
increasing reality to the obedient soul. 
His teachings are then confirmed in 
daily life and experience, and we find 
in Him one who is sufficient to meet 
our every need. Obedient souls are es- 
tablished in the faith and become 
qualified both to “encourage others 
with sound teaching and to reply 
successfully to opponents” (Titus 1:9, 
Weymouth).—The Sunday School 
Times.

BIBLICAL IGNORANCE 

Again, of the Bible Paul says, 1 
Thess. 4:13, “I would not have you 
to be ignorant, brethren.” 

Among the more than 18,000 high- 
school students in 200 schools, who 
were tested on the Bible, only thirty- 
seven out of one hundred knew tha 
Abraham was the father of the | 
brew race; twenty out of each one 
hundred knew that Saul was Israel’s 
king; thirty out of one hundred knew 
that Solomon built the first temple 
at Jerusalem; nine out of each one 
hundred could name three of the 
Old Testament prophets. Only twenty- 
six out of one hundred knew that 
Jesus spent His youth in Nazareth. 
Other outstanding proportions to the 
one hundred are: only thirty could 
name Christ’s first miracle; thirty- 
three could name the four Gospels; 
forty-nine knew that Peter denied 
Christ; eighteen knew that Stephen 
was the first Christian martyr. The 
embarrassing thing about this statis- 
tical statement is that all of these

God’s Word, the Bible, is a Wonder of wonders because of 
its preservation. Although the Bible is the most ardently 
loved Book in the world, it is, at the same time, the most 
detested and vehemently hated Book in the world. Its 
friends passionately love it as a suitor loves his wife to be, 
while its enemies loath it and persistently denounce it 
by mouth and pen, and endeavor, desperately, to take it 
from the hands of individuals, our homes, our pulpits, 
our Sunday Schools, our literary schools, and our courts. 

‘o execute these desires, they have even made bonfires 

t of it; but faithful men and women have preserved 
its wondrous pages, and it still enjoys the widest circula- 
tion of any book in the world, and every individual, home, 
church, Sunday School, literary school, and court that 
reverently possesses it and uses it properly finds it to be 
the greatest source of genuine preservation this side of 
heaven. One of the most profound thoughts in relation 
to the preservation of God’s Word and the preserving 
effect that it has had in return on those preserving it, 
is the fact that it was the strength and grace of God 
that came through the medium of the Bible to the hearts 


and lives of fifty-two million men and women, whosé 
cheeks were drenched with tears, but whose hearts were 
free from fears under its preserving influence, giving 
them the superb courage requisite to becoming heroes 
and heroines in dying martyr deaths for the preservation of 
the Bible, God’s precious Word, for you and me today. 
It is the greatest and most powerful weapon we can use 
against the devil himself, and it is a perfect vaccine against 
sin and evil. David said, “Thy word have I hid in mine 
heart, that I might not sin against thee.” 

May I say in conclusion that God’s promise to the 
church at Philadelphia holds good for us today. “Because 
thou hast KEPT the WORD of my patience, I also will 
KEEP thee from the hour of temptation, which shall 
come upon all the world, to try them that dwell upon 
the earth.

every creature.” The disciples were 
not to just merely stay around Jerusa- 
lem, but they were to launch out in- 
to the deep, even into Samaria and 
into the uttermost parts of the earth. 
It has been well said that when you 
@ your front doorstep you are 

en out in the world. However, the 
Lord does not want merely home 
guards, but He wants people that are 
willing to launch out into the foreign 
places of the earth. The Church of 
God has churches, missions, and rep- 
resentatives in approximately thirty 
foreign countries. This has been made 
possible because someone went to tell 
the heathens the good tidings. These 
missionaries are sent to foreign 
countries, where they have not friends 
nor relatives, in order to tell the love 
of Jesus. You may say, “I do not feel 
like being a missionary. I am not 
called, and, anyway, why should I 
worry about the heathens in the for- 
eign country?” I should like to refer 
my reader to Acts 17:26, “And hath 
made of one blood all nations of men 
» to dwell on all the face of the 

rth, and hath determined the times 
before appointed, and the bounds of 
their habitation.” 

God has made the nations of men; 
not only all men in the nations, but 
as nations in their political capacity. 
He is their founder, and He disposed 
them into communities for their na- 
tural preservation and benefit. He 
made them all of one blood, all of the 
same nature; He fashioned their hearts 
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alike. Man descended from one and 
the same common ancestor. In Adam 
they are all kin; so they are in Noah, 
that hereby they might be engaged 
in mutual affection and assistance as 
fellow creatures and brethren. One 
race should not look with contempt 
on another race, for all those on the 
face of the earth are the same blood. 

Also, God has appointed the bounds 
of our habitation. He that appointed 
the earth as a habitation to the chil- 
dren of men has appointed the chil- 
dren of men the distinction of habi- 
tation upon this earth. The Lord has 
given us all a dwelling place whereby 
we need not trespass the rights of 
others. According to this, God has no 
respect of persons. We should be con- 
cerned about the white man, the 
yellow man, the red man, the brown 
man, and the black man. If God is 
concerned about all nationalities, 
then we must be concerned about the 
souls’ welfare of all nationalities. We 
who are not called to the mission 
field have a responsibility in the fi- 
nancing of the missionaries. 


OUR FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY 

“For there is no difference between 
the Jew and the Greek: for the same 
Lord over all is rich unto all that call 
upon him. For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall be 
saved. How then shall they call on him 
in whom they have not believed? and 
how shall they believe in him of 
whom they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear without a preacher? 
And how shall they preach, except 
they be sent? as it is written, How 


beautiful are the feet of them that 
preach the gospel of peace, and bring 
glad tidings of good things!” Romans 
10:12-15. 

I appreciate the fact that the 
Church of God is a missionary church. 
I am glad that we believe in foreign 
missions as well as home missions. I 
have heard several make the state- 
ment that they believe in home mis- 
sions but they do not believe in send- 
ing money to the foreign mission 
fields for people there, You may al- 
ways mark these fellows who do not 
believe in foreign missions; it is not 
very much they give to home mis- 
sions. Sometimes we think if we give 
a few dollars in mission offerings we 
have made a’big sacrifice. But, oh, 
my brother, God GAVE His only be- 
gotten Son, and the Son willingly 
GAVE His life on the cross, and what 
are you and I GIVING today for the 
cause of Christ? It is our responsibili- 
ty to rally to the cause of missions. 
If we have the spirit of Christ we will 
have a missionary spirit, because 
Christ was the greatest missionary 
that ever lived. If we have the spirit 
of Christ, we will give freely in our 
mission offerings from time to time. 
The person that does not believe in 
missions cannot be well acquainted 
with Christ’s commandments. God 
loves all men everywhere and wants 
all men to be saved. We who have been 
blessed by living in a land of Bibles 
and pulpits and who have received 
the grace of God in our lives should 
certainly feel the call to help some- 
one in the foreign land.
